President  and  Members: 

The  basic  purpose  of  a  Student  Teaching  Agreement  is  to  provide 
teaching  experience  through  practice  teaching  and  to  provide  for  supervised 
field  experience  in  the  public  schools  in  such  areas  as  may  be  called  for  in 
the  requirements  of  the  various  authorized  credentials  or  public  school 
service  to  students  enrolled  in  teacher  education  curricula  of  such 
institutions.   Such  an  agreement  allows  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Community  College  Centers  to  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  to  assist 
the  California  State  University  in  their  conduct  of  teacher  training  programs. 
The  agreement  sets  up  an  estimated  total  number  of  units  of  practice  teaching 
at  City  College  and  the  Centers  for  participation  as  needed  for  the  Academic 
Year  1988-89.   The  California  State  University  provides  $16.67  per  quarter 
unit  or  $25.00  per  semester  unit  to  be  paid  to  the  "supervising  teacher  as 
compensation  for  and  recognition  of  services  performed  for  the  student  teacher 
in  the  supervisory  teacher's  charge"  and  no  amount  to  the  District  for 
administrative  costs. 

This  Student  Teaching  Agreement  with  its  rates  and  payment  form  has 
been  recommended  jointly  by  the  SFCCD  Administration  and  the  AFT  Local  2121 
and  tentatively  agreed  upon  on  September  7,  1988. 

The  following  resolution,  part  of  which  is  in  the  format  required  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  California  State  University  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS,   the  District  is  authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  with  a 

state  university,  the  University  of  California  or  any

payments  to  be  made  to  the  District  under  this  agreement 
do  not  exceed  the  actual  cost  to  the  District  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  District;  and 
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WHEREAS,   the  honorarium  or  payment  provided  herein  is  intended  to 

be  transmitted  promptly  by  the  District  to  the  supervising 
teacher  as  compensation  for  and  recognition  of  services  performed 
for  the  student  teacher  in  the  supervisory  teacher's  charge; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  the 

Trustees  of  the  California  State 
University  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to  provide  teaching 
experience  through  practice  teaching  during  the  year  1987-88  and  at 
the  rate  and  amount  of  $16.67  per  quarter  unit  and  $25.00  per 
semester  unit,  per  student  quarter  or  semester;  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  attached  contract  with  the 

trustees  of  the  California  State  University

The  Office  of  Instruction,  Community  College  Centers  has  had  a  1446 
Secretary  II  position  for  many  years.   This  position  is  staff  to  the  Vice 
President  of  Instruction.   For  FY  1988-89,  50%  of  this  position's  salary  was 
budgeted  under  the  Competency-Based  Education  Grant  for  secretarial  support 
given  to  that  project  and  50%  was  budgeted  under  Classified  Permanent 
Salaries  -  Centers  Division.

Legislation  enacted  in  1982,  Education  Code  Section  71094  and 
Government  Code  Sections  12419.5  and  12419.7,  authorized  the  Chancellor's 
Office  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  local  community  colleges  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  outstanding  student  financial  aid  obligations  owed  to  districts. 
The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  would  like  to  contract  with  the 
Chancellor's  Office  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  for  this 
administrative  service  for  the  period  November  1,  1988  through  the  end  of  the 
1989  interagency  program  processing  year  as  defined  by  the  Franchise  Tax 
Board. 

The  advantage  of  contracting  with  the  Chancellor's  office  is  that  it 
allows  districts  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  Franchise  Tax  Board's  Income 
Tax  Offset  Program.   This  means  that  if  a  student  has  an  outstanding 
obligation  with  a  district,  his  or  her  name  can  be  submitted  to  that  office 
for  collection.   If  the  student  then  files  a  state  income  tax  return  and  a 
refund  is  due,  the  tax  offset  program  will  deduct  the  amount  that  is  owed  to 
the  district  and  send  a  check  to  the  Chancellor's  Office.   The  Chancellor's 
Office,  in  turn,  will  send  a  check  to  the  district  for  the  student  whose  name 
was  submitted  to  the  Chancellor's  Office. 

To  participate  in  this  program,  which  is  called  the  COTOP  Program, 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  must  agree  to  pay  the 
Chancellor's  Office  an  amount  equal  to  20%  of  amounts  collected  but  not 
greater  than  $55,944.83. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required." 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  contracted  with  and 
participated  in  the  COTOP  Program  during  the  1983,  1984,  1985,  1986,  1987,  and 
1988  tax  offset  years.   The  amounts  submitted  for  collection  and  the  net 
amounts  collected  were  as  follows:

President  and  Members: 

Provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code  Section  307A  state  that 
local  community  college  districts  may  provide  vocational  education  and 
supplemental  instruction  for  apprentices.   Also,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
California  Administrative  Code,  Title  8,  Sections  235  through  241,  a  local 
community  college  district  and  a  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee  (JAC)  may 
enter  into  a  joint  agreement  whereby  excess  costs  incurred  by  the  District  in 
connection  with  the  apprenticeship  program  sponsored  by  the  Committee  shall 
be  payable  by  the  Committee.   Further,  a  community  college  district  may, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Education  Code  Sections  81529 
and  81530,  lease  offsite  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
district's  vocational  education  objectives. 

The  John  O'Connell  Community  College  Center  in  cooperation  with 
various  JAC ' s  in  San  Francisco,  has  offered  apprenticeship  training  programs 
for  many  years.   The  various  programs  are  tailored  to  the  needs  and 
requirements  of  the  apprentices  in  the  various  trades.   Classes  are  held  in 
various  District  facilities  as  well  as  in  facilities  provided  by  the  JAC's. 

The  SFCCD  provides  all  the  certificated  instructors  and  related 
costs  for  the  programs.   The  District  is  reimbursed  apart  from  general  state 
apportionment  by  the  State  for  the  conduct  of  the  apprenticeship  program 
according  to  the  student  contact  hours  generated  by  the  programs. 

Beginning  FY  1981-82,  the  SFCCD  entered  into  rental  agreements  with 
seven  JAC's  for  the  use  of  union  facilities  by  the  John  O'Connell  Center 
apprenticeship  programs.   Subsequently,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  Related  and 
Supplemental  Instruction  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor-Management  Apprenticeship 
and  Training  Committee  was  formed,  representing  all  the  JAC's,  to  meet  with 
the  SFCCD  to  discuss  the  distribution  of  funds  among  the  various 
apprenticeship  training  programs.   After  numerous  meetings,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  and  the  SFCCD  staff  tentatively  agreed  that  (1)  25%  of  the  funds 
generated  by  apprenticeship  program  attendance  should  be  retained  by  the 
SFCCD  for  direct  and  general  administrative  support  of  the  programs;  (2)  75% 
of  the  funds  generated  should  be  expended  in  the  apprenticeship  programs  for 
instructor's  salaries,  supplies,  rental  of  facilities  and  other  direct  costs, 
and  (3)  the  SFCCD  would  enter  into  an  agreement  with  each  JAC  to  formalize 
said  distribution  of  funds.

The  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  791120-Bl  has  made  available 
to  its  employees  the  provisions  of  Section  403(b)  of  the  U.  S.  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  as  amended,  and  Section  17501  of  the  California  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Code. 

Employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  may  enter 
into  an  amendment  of  their  employment  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a 
reduction  in  the  salaries  paid  to  such  employees,  and  that  for  each  employee 
who  voluntarily  elects  to  accept  such  reduction  in  his  or  her  salary,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  shall,  as  directed  by  such  employee,  a) 
purchase,  with  an  amount  equal  to  the  reduction  in  salary,  a  nontransferable 
annuity  contract  issued  by  an  insurance  company  selected  by  the  employee,  in 
which  the  employee's  rights  are  nonforfeitable  except  for  failure  to  pay 
future  premiums,  and  in  which  all  rights  under  said  annuity  contracts  shall  be 
exercisable  by  the  employee  concerned,  or  (b)  contribute  an  amount  equal  to 
such  reduction  in  salary  to  a  custodial  account  of  a  custodian  selected  by  the 
employee,  in  which  all  rights  under  said  custodial  account  shall  be  exercis- 
able by  the  employee  concerned. 

The  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  791120-Bl  authorized  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent,  Vice  Chancellor  -  Business,  Chief  Accountant,  or 
Head  Accountant  to  purchase  such  annuity  contracts  or  contribute  to  such 
custodial  accounts,  subject  to  ratification  by  the  Governing  Board.

The  California  Department  of  Health  Services/Office  of  AIDS  is 
soliciting  applications  to  develop  and  implement  AIDS  community  education  and 
prevention  projects  that  provide  educational  services  to  effect  change  in  the 
attitudes  and  behaviors  to  reduce  the  transmission  of  the  AIDS  virus.

Vocational  Education  Act  funds  were  set  aside  for  maintenance  and 
repair  of  instructional  equipment  used  in  VEA  programs.   However,  the  Carl  D. 
Perkins  Vocational  Education  Act  (P.  L.  98-524)  eliminated  maintenance  and 
repair  of  instructional  equipment  as  an  allowable  expenditure  of  VEA  funds. 
The  Act,  however,  will  allow  for  the  partial  funding  of  the  salary  costs  of 
full-time  instructor  who  teach  occupational  students  with  limited  English 
proficiency.   Thus,  this  transfer  will  enable  the  College  to  meet  some  of  its 
maintenance  and  repair  needs  and  commitments  for  vocational  programs  for 
1988-89  with  College  funding.  At  the  same  time,  the  College's  funding  for 
certificated  salaries  will  be  reduced  by  the  $40,000  of  VEA  funding. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a 
resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board.   Nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  provisions  of  Sections  85112

On  August  23,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880823-B3  authorizing  a  contract  with  Company  of  Experts  to  obtain  external 
evaluation  and  clinical  assistance  for  Title  III — Institutional  Aid: 
Strengthening  Program,  U.S.  Department  of  Education,  for  the  period  October  1, 
1988  through  September  30,  1989,  for  City  College  of  San  Francisco  in  the 
amount  of  $7,200. 

In  order  to  improve  the  management  of  the  grant,  the  College 
recommends  that  the  services  of  the  Company  of  Experts  be  expanded  to  include 
compliance  monitoring  and  assistance  in  the  effective,  efficient  expenditure 
of  grant  funds.

When  the  Downtown  Center  was  constructed  in  1979,  it  was  equipped 
with  a  vertical  blind  system  on  the  windows  for  light  control.   Over  time, 
individual  slats  that  make  up  the  system  break  and  require  replacement  due  to 
heavy  use  of  the  classrooms.   Periodically,  the  damaged  slats  have  been 
replaced  as  needed.   There  is  now  a  need  to  purchase  a  supply  of  replacement 
slats  to  continue  the  program  of  replacement.   The  Center  does  not  have 
sufficient  funds  in  the  General  Fund  Supply  Account  to  purchase  a  supply  of 
slats  for  replacement.

The  present  plan  is  to 
appropriate  the  entire  amount  to  the  SFCCD  District  Office  for  reallocation  to 
the  College  and  Centers  based  upon  equipment  and  library  materials  proposals 
to  be  received  and  evaluated  district-wide.   The  district  match  is  expected  to 
be  funded  from  any  legally  available  funds  including  the  SFCCD  Capital  Outlay 
Projects  Fund  as  well  as  the  SFCCD  General  Fund.   Some  equipment  expenditures 
made  by  the  SFCCD  from  Vocational  Education  funds  may  also  qualify  as  district 
match.

31,  1988,  District  Computer  Services 

President  and  Members: 

In  July  1982,  the  SFCCD  acquired  on  a  90-months  lease  with  option  to 
purchase  a  Honeywell  DPS  8/52T  computer  system.  This  computer  system  has  been 
the  mainframe  computer  that  serves  both  instructional  needs  and  administrative 
needs  of  the  SFCCD. 

In  May  1988,  the  Computer  Policy  Committee  began  to  discuss  "Upgrade 
of  Honeywell  Equipment  for  the  Future."   This  discussion  was  prompted  by  two 
facts.   The  90-months  lease  with  option  to  purchase  agreement  will  expire  in 
January  1990.   The  overnight  batch  processing  activities  had  grown  to  the 
point  where  it  effectively  filled  the  available  time  and  sometimes  delayed  the 
start  of  online  processing  in  the  morning.   Since  we  are  looking  for  a 
computer  which  has  more  memory,  which  runs  faster,  and  which  is  sufficiently 
compatible  with  our  existing  computer  so  that  our  applications  software  will 
run  on  the  new  upgraded  computer,  the  Computer  Policy  Committee  agreed  that  we 
should  not  go  to  the  expense  of  engaging  an  outside  computer  consultant  but 
merely  upgrade  our  computer,  most  likely  with  the  current  vendor,  Honeywell. 
In  addition,  as  we  looked  for  a  "window  period"  during  which  the  hardware 
could  be  swapped  with  the  least  amount  of  interruption  to  instruction  and 
administration,  we  focused  in  on  the  Christmas  break  period  in  December  1988. 
If  we  miss  this  "window  period,"  the  next  window  will  not  be  until  mid  1989. 
We  spoke  to  Honeywell  and  on  the  basis  of  our  expressed  interest  and 
commitment  to  work  toward  the  December  1988  window,  they  have  committed  a 
computer  for  delivery  in  December  1988. 

California  Education  Code  Section  81645  reads  as  follows: 

"The  governing  board  of  any  community  college  district  may 
contract  with  an  acceptable  party  who  is  one  of  the  three 
lowest  responsible  bidders  for  the  procurement  or 
maintenance,  or  both,  of  electronic  data-processing 
systems  and  supporting  software  in  any  manner  the  board 
deems  appropriate," 

In  June  1988,  we  sought  legal  advice  to  the  question,  "May  the  SFCCD 
legally  continue  to  lease  computer  hardware  and  software  from  Honeywell  by 
replacing  the  current  lease  with  a  new  lease?"  In  August  1988,  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office,  Vice  Chancellor  and  General  Counsel  advised  us  saying 
that  the  "competitive  negotiations  process"  was  acceptable  "so  long  as 
competitive  bidding  is  the  first  step  in  the  process." 

Therefore,  staff  developed  the  bid  documents  including  technical 
specifications  and  by  letter  Dated  October  19,  1988,  Requests  for  Negotiable 
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Bids  were  sought  from  seventeen  computer  companies.   In  addition,  the  Request 
For  Negotiable  Bids  was  advertised  in  the  San  Francisco  PROGRESS  under  the 
heading  of  OFFICIAL  NOTICES  in  the  Wednesday,  October  19,  1988  and  Wednesday, 
October  26,  1988  issues.   By  the  closing  date  for  receipt  of  bids,  Friday, 
November  18,  1988,  we  received  only  one  negotiable  bid  from  Honejrwell  Bull, 
Incorporated. 

Since  we  received  only  one  bid  from  the  "competitive  bidding 
process,"  we  began  to  negotiate  with  Honeywell  Bull,  Incorporated  for  the  best 
deal  we  can  get.   Generally  the  negotiated  contract  provides  the  following: 

1.  Upgrade  from  Honeywell  DPS  8/52T  to  a  Honeywell  DPS  8000/82R, 
the  relative  performance  ratings  are  1.7  and  4.9  respectively. 

2.  The  DPS  8/52T  which  was  on  a  lease  with  option  to  purchase  will 
be  bought  outright  and  some  of  the  components  (82.8%  in 
original  dollar  values)  will  be  sold  to  Honeywell  and  the 
remainder  (17.2%  in  original  dollar  values)  will  be  retained 
and  used  in  the  new  Honeywell  DPS  8000/82R  system. 

3.  The  gross  hardware  cost  is  $1,794,030  for  the  new  Honeywell  DPS 
8000/82R  components  that  we  acquire.   Deducting  for  a  25% 
discount  of  $448,507  and  then  adding  $278,097  for  unamortized 
value  of  the  old  hardware  retained,  we  arrive  at  the  cost  of 
the  new  hardware  of  $1,623,620.   After  adding  6.5%  sales  tax  we 
arrive  at  the  total  cost  of  the  new  hardware  of  $1,729,155. 

4.  The  operating  system  will  be  upgraded  to  run  on  DPS  8000/82R. 

5.  Delivery  and  installation  is  expected  during  the  Christmas 
break  1988. 

6.  The  hardware  maintenance  will  cost  $4,731  per  month  immediately 
after  installation  and  rise  to  $8,471  per  month  after  one  year 
due  to  the  expiration  of  varying  lengths  of  warranty  period. 

7.  The  software  lease  will  cost  $17,479  per  month  immediately 
after  installation  and  decline  to  $14,833  per  month  after  about 
a  year  as  we  are  able  to  migrate  away  from  the  use  of  certain 
software  programs. 

8.  The  software  program  support  will  cost  $3,263  per  month 
immediately  after  installation  and  decline  to  $2,918  per  month 
as  we  migrate  away  from  the  use  of  certain  software  programs. 

9.  A  90%  standard  of  performance  before  acceptance  and  liquidated 
damages  at  the  rate  of  $2,500  per  day. 

10.  Usual  "boiler  plate  language"  and  such  unusal  matters  as  San 
Francisco  Controller's  certification  of  funds,  arbitration,  and 
indemnification. 

It  is  the  plan  of  Honeywell  Bull,  Incorporated  to  assign  the 
hardware  payments  ("sell  the  paper")  to  a  financial  institution.   We  have 
looked  at  two  financial  proposals.   One  from  ChiCorp  Financial  Services,  Inc. 
of  Chicago,  Illinois  and  the  other  from  Dougherty  Dawlins  Lease  Group,  Inc.  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota.   The  Report  to  the  Governing  Board  dated  December  8, 
1988  contains  a  more  detailed  explanation  of  the  "Upgrade  of  Honeywell 
Equipment  for  the  Future"  project  as  well  as  the  staff  recommendation  for 
financing  based  upon  the  better  proposal  considering  cost,  contract  terms,  and 
flexibility  for  future  computer  hardware  expansions. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

President  and  Members: 

The  State  Budget  Act  of  1987  contains  a  total  of  $52  million  in 
Items  6870-106-001  and  6870-490-782  for  the  purpose  of  making  one-time 
instructional  equipment  replacement  and  library  material  purchases.   These 
funds  are  allocated  by  the  State  Chancellor  on  a  combination  of  block  and  per 
ADA  basis  to  the  districts.   A  preliminary  allocation  of  $500,000  was  made  to 
City  College  and  the  Community  College  Centers  for  the  purchase  of 
instructional  equipment  replacement.   An  additional  $836,121  was  allocated  to 
the  College  during  1987-88  and  1988-89. 

A  $1  local  match  will  be  required  for  every  $3  of  State  money  spent 
in  this  program.   The  total  matching  requirement  for  equipment  is  $415,374  for 
the  College.   Of  this  amount,  the  college  previously  identified  $201,578  in 
equipment  matching  funds,  thus  leaving  an  unmet  match  of  $213,796.   The 
College  will  be  able  to  provide  approximately  $164,000  from  its  VEA  allocation 
and  College-funded  equipment  accounts.   Therefore,  another  $50,000  is  needed 
to  complete  the  required  equipment  match.   The  College  requests  that  this 
$50,000  be  reappropriated  from  one  of  its  capital  outlay  projects.

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  desires  to  obtain  the 
services  of  Clinton  A.  Hillard,  Barrett,  Taylor,  Hillard  Associates, 
Washington,  D.C.,  to  conduct  two  (2)  workshops  for  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  and  for  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  Centers  administrative 
and  supervisory  staffs.  Mr.  Hillard  is  a  recognized  expert  in  the  area  of 
higher  education  and  city/county  government  employment  principles/practices 
administration  and  affirmative  action/equal  employment  opportunity.  Mr. 
Hillard  is  the  Assistant  Director,  Human  Resources,  Foothill-DeAnza  Community 
College  District,  Los  Altos  Hills,  California. 

District  administrators  and  supervisors  who  participate  in  the 
workshop  activities  will  gain  the  skills,  knowledges,  and  abilities  required 
to  identify  and  to  validate  bona  fide  occupational  qualifications  for 
certificated  positions.   In  addition,  the  workshop  topics  will  include  a  basic 
framework  for  the  interpretation  and  application  of  applicable  local.  State 
and  Federal  employment  laws,  policies,  rules  and  regulations,  e.g..  Title  VII 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  as  amended;  Age  Discrimination  in  Employment 
Act  of  1967,  as  amended;  Sections  501,  503  and  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973;  Executive  Order  11246;  Uniform  Guidelines  on  Employee  Selection 
Procedures,  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission;  and  employment  laws  and 
regulations  under  the  California  Education  code  and  California  Government 
Code,  Title  5,  Education;  etc. 

The  need  for  management  training,  especially  related  to  the  various 
phases  of  the  emplojnnent  process,  was  an  observation  made  by  the  visitation 
team  from  the  Accrediting  Commission  for  Junior  and  Community  Colleges, 
Western  Association  of  Schools,  and  Colleges  (1988).  Also  with  the  passage  of 
AB  1725,  the  landmark  California  Community  Colleges  reform  legislation,  there 
is  greater  emphasis  on  the  need  for  properly  trained  administrators  in  the 
area  of  human  resources  management.
